Accordingly, the rejection made under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as set forth in 
the previous Office action dated March 4, 2004 is hereby withdrawn since the applicants' 
amended claim 22 by deleting the phrase "including all". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23 and 24 are allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section ihade in this Office action: 
A person shall be entided to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 22 is again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wood et al. 
("The structure of naturally-occurring (+)-methyl 3,4-anhydroshikimate", Tetrahedron Letters 
(1989), Vol. 30(46), pages 6257-6258), of record, for reason of record as set forth in the 
Office action dated March 4, 2004 as applied to claims 22-24. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the prior art, Wood et al., does not anticipate or 
identical to the instant invention because the instant invention disclose the position of the 
epoxide moiety is offset by one carbon are not persuasive since the Wood et al. reference 
compound is clearly disclosed in the applicants' claim 22. Note applicants' Rl group is H or 
C1-C8 alkyl; R2 is H or CH30CH2-; and X is H or F; Wood et al. discloses Rl is H; R2 is 
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CI alkyl; and X is H. Clearly, the Wood et al, reference anticipates the applicants' instant 
invention again. 

The rejection made under 35 USC 102(b) is adhered to. 

Claim 22 is not allowed.
